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Cost of Bonds, Adequacy of Funds 
Are Issues of Concern to Voters

On Tuesday, May 14, Greenbelt voters will decide 
whether to authorize the city council to issue up to $6 mil¬ 
lion in bonds for capital improvements in three separate 
areas — parkland acquisition and improvements, city build¬ 
ing improvements and swimming pool facilities. Two mil¬ 
lion dollars is earmarked by council for each category. 


Unanimously endorsed by city 
council, the bond issue has been 
drawing support at public for¬ 
ums (see separate stories). Tra¬ 
ditionally Greenbelters have been 
willing to pay for capital im¬ 
provements to enhance the qual¬ 
ity of life in their city. While it 
appears that residents share this 
commitment today, questions are 
being raised about the amount of 
tax increase needed to cover the 
cost of annual principal and in¬ 
terest and about the adequacy of 
$6 million to cover all the proj¬ 
ects designated to be accomplish¬ 
ed with the money from the bond 
sales. 

If the electorate approves the 
bond referendum, there could be 
an increase in the city's property 
tax rate. How much would de¬ 
pend on various factors — the 
scheduling of the bond sales, the 
increased growth of the city's 
tax base and the availability of 
grants and matching funds. 

The maximum property tax 
rate increase—a “worst case" 
figure—is estimated by the city 
at 23 cents if, for example, all 
the bonds were sold at one time. 
However, if bond sales were 
phased in stages over a period 
of several years, the estimated 
tax increase would be lower. 

According to the citys bro¬ 
chure, Looking to the Future, 
, . new development planned 
to be constructed in the next four 
years will pay annual property 
taxes to the city of $668,000 at 
the current tax rate ($1.13). This 
is more than the estimated an¬ 
nual cost of repaying the pro- 


They join three members who 
filed last week—Janet James, 
3&-G Ridge, James Lauziere, 
Il-L Ridge, and Paul Leddy, 2-B 
Northway. Members will be vot¬ 
ing to fill six of the nine seats 
on the board. 

To date, only two persons have 
filed to run for the three va¬ 
cancies on the Audit Committee 
—Andrea Haslinger, 11-P Ridge 
Road and Chuck Hess, 12-C Lau¬ 
rel Hill Road. In addition, three 
of the current members of the 
Nominations and Elections Conv- 
mittee have indicated that they 


also are the benefits taxpayers 
are receiving from the county tax 
differential — a net 31-cent re¬ 
duction last year and a further 
reduction of 8 cents in July of 
this year. The total reduction of 
39 cents in the combined city 
and county tax rate is 16 cents 
more than the maximum increase 
possible as a result of the pro¬ 
posed bond issue. 

While council admits that the 
$6 million will not cover all the 
projects contained in the bond 
issue, council is hopeful that 
more funds can be found to cov¬ 
er the entire shopping list. The 
brochure explains, “Past city 
bond issues have not required a 
tax rate increase of even one 
cent to pay off the debt.. This was 
true even of the $950,000 Capital 
Improvement Bond Issue of 1969 
. . . (when) voters were advised 
that the tax rate could be in¬ 
creased by as much as 24 cents. 
However, due to wise use of the 
funds and growth in the city, 
no increase was necessary." 

At that time grants and match¬ 
ing funds from federal and state 
governments were plentiful and 
taxpayers received double their 
money in return. Today, however, 
the availability of these outside 
funding programs has been di¬ 
minishing. 

Public Input 

Assuming that the voters ap¬ 
prove the bond issue next Tues¬ 
day, the city council then intends 
to get input from the citizenry 
and the city's advisory boards on 
the specifics and timing of the 
projects before establishing firm 
priorities. This process will allow 
See ELECTION, page 7, col.

Tax Differential Worth $1,000,000 


Prince Georges County 
Executive Parris Glendening 
has advised the County 
Council in his proposed bud¬ 
get that the Municipal Tax 
Differential will save Green¬ 
belt homeowners $1,003,054 
in fiscal year 1986. The 
Maryland Tax Differential 
program was partially im¬ 
plemented this fiscal year 
and will become fully imple¬ 
mented in the new year. As 
a result of the program, 
Greenbelt taxpayers will re¬ 
ceive a total tax rate reduc¬ 
tion on their county proper¬ 
ty tax rate of 47 cents, if the 
County Executive's propo¬ 
sals are adopted by the 
County Council. 

The Municipal Tax Differential 
was adopted in 1983 by the 
County Council with the full sup¬ 
port of the County Executive, It 
Culminated many years of effort 
cn the part of municipal officials 
to have the county recognize that 
it was taxing municipal residents 
for services which the county 
was providing in unincorporated 
areas but not within the munici¬ 
palities. Instead, the municipali¬ 
ties were providing the service. 
The issue was complicated by the 
fact that the municipalities were 
not all providing the same ser¬ 
vices or the same levels of ser¬ 
vice, Greenbelt, for example, pro¬ 


vides police services while Col¬ 
lege Park does not. 

This fiscal year the county 
property tax rate was decreased 
in Greenbelt by 39 cents. Offset¬ 
ting this reduction was an 8 cent 
increase in the city tax rate to 
compensate for the loss of prior 
years' payments from the county 
which had been made to partially 
compensate the city for the tax 
inequity. The net tax rate reduc¬ 
tion for the year, therefore, was 
31 cents. For the new fiscal year, 
the amount of this reduction will 
be increased by 8 cents and the 
net tax rate reduction will be 
39 cents. 

In addition, since the city has 
its own park system, it is not 
subject to the park tax levied by 
the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC). For the new fiscal 
year that tax rate, which will be 
paid by neighboring taxpayers, 
is proposed to be 27.64 cents. 

If the budgetary proposals of 
the Co u n t y Executive, the 
M-NCPPC and the city manager 
are adopted, the effective extra 
property tax rate paid by the 
taxpayers in Greenbelt for city 
services will be 46.36 cents per 
hundred dollars assessed valua¬ 
tion, more than the taxes paid 
by residents of unincorporated 
areas. For most Greenbelt home- 
owners, this means that the cost 
of city services including police, 
street maintenance, parks, rec¬ 
reation and Greenbelt CARES 
will be less than $200 per year.

Gaining Scarce Green Space 
Demands'For 5 Vote on Bonds 


A few fleeting years ago, Greenbelt was a small town 
beautifully surrounded by woodlands. Now, only scattered 
oases of green remain to offer respite from our urban clut¬ 
ter. Many of those spots are privately owned and ripe for 
clearing and construction. If some of these forested areas 
are not acquired soon with public money for public use, the 
pleasure they give us will be lost forever 

This is why passing the proposed municipal bond issue 
during the referendum next Tuesday is so urgent a matter 
for all of us. While other projects to be carried out with 
money from the bond sales have compelling claims of their 
own, at least some of those projec.Cs could conceivably be 
accomplished in later years. But loss now of the last re¬ 
maining chances to buy green space for park land will be 
an irretrievable loss felt both by ourselves and the genera¬ 
tions that follow us here. 

The city’s wish list for use of the bond proceeds reflects 
the desires of the citizens. Among goals on the list, in 
addition to the acquisition of park land, are improvement of 
existing parks; construction of a new, more efficient police 
station; repair and improvement of the old swimming pool 
and construction of an indoor swimming facility; and addi¬ 
tions to the Youth Center and the public works building 
All are worthy projects made necessary either by increased 
population of the city, with its needs for services, or bV 
the longtime wear and tear of constant use. 

A bond issue will not be without its cost, for city pro¬ 
perty taxes will have to be used to repay the buyers 
of the bonds. But city officials have proved through careful 
management of funds from the last bond issue that they 
know how to increase such monies with matching federal, 
state and county grants. As citizens we received more for 
our tax dollars by approving that last bond issue than any 
of us could have imagined. Passing the new referendum 
looks like the best investment any of us could make this 
year for ourselves and for our children. 

The News Review supports the bond issue. We urge 
you to vote “For” in the special city election on May 14.

"Blank-Check"Referendum Thanks to Volunteers 


To the Editors: 

I would like to share a few 
thoughts on the upcoming bond 
issue as follows: — I am con¬ 
cerned about the “blank-check” 
nature of this referendum. We’ve 
been told “selling bonds is a com¬ 
plicated matter,” so we can’t be 
told the rate or terms of the ob¬ 
ligations to which we may be 
committed. The known cost, 
large as it is ($6 million' princi¬ 
pal), is relatively small compar¬ 
ed to potential multi-decade in¬ 
terest charges. Not only are the 
financial terms undisclosed, but 
what the bonds would actually 
buy is unknown in large part. 
A “wish-list” of buildings, 
parks, and pools is proposed, but 
even the proponent agree they 
may cost a lot more than $6 mil¬ 
lion and the “wish-list” itself is 
remarkably imprecise and non¬ 
binding. —The construction /ac¬ 
quisition costs of possible pro¬ 
jects are only the beginning; 
staffing, maintenance, repairs, 
improvements, etc. will follow, 
and may cost more than paying 
off the bonds. 

—By grouping lots of projects 
together, it is impossible for citi¬ 
zens to distinguish between 
worthwhile projects and less 
worthwhile ones. Why should a 
citizen who may believe a project 
or two is worthy be forced to 
vote for millions of dollars for 
what he/she considers unworthy 
projects? I propose that ‘“pro¬ 
ject-specific” bond proposals (if 
any must be made) be offered to 
voters to save money and promote 
choice and discretion. One cost- 
effective alternative may be to 
make part of the North End 
School a new police headquarters 
if one is truly needed. 

—Bond proponents' argument 
that the 39c county tax differen¬ 
cial reduction and potential new 
assesable development now justi¬ 
fy increased tax collections is 
badly flawed because (1) the one¬ 
time tax reduction enjoyed by 
Greenbelters is likely to evapor¬ 
ate (With the TRIM amendment 
modification recently passed, the 
county will be increasing assess¬ 
ments $nd tax bills) and (2) Tax 
reductions in and of themselves 
are a worthwhile goal. They al¬ 
low us to keep and save or spend 
our own money as we wish (in¬ 
cluding joining private pools), 
rather than turning it over to 
politicians. 

—There has been a lot of really 
misleading noise made about how 
passing this referendum is need¬ 
ed to maintain and/or improve 
the “quality of life” in Green- 
belt. Nonsense! Funds raised 
from bond issues do not descend 
from the heavens; they must be 
returned, with interest, from the 
taxpayers. Every dime that is 
fcaken from us as taxpayers to 
“improve the quality of life” is a 
dime unavailable to us to im-

The Six Million Dollar Bond Issue 

Dear Greenbelt Resident: 

This is the fourth of a series of articles on the bond issue proposal. This article will 
provide a brief summary of the proposal, cost information on the bond issue, and 
voter information. 

VOTER INFORMATION 

The polls will be open on Tuesday, May 14, 1985 from 7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. 

The polls are located at: 

Precinct 3 - Greenbelt Municipal Building, 25 Crescent Road 
Precinct 6 - North End School, Ridge Road 

Precinct 8 - Springhill Lake Community House, 6220 Springhill Drive 
Precinct 13 - Greenbriar Community Center, 7600 Hanover Parkway 

The Bond Issue at a Glance 

□ Voters must approve the authorization for the city to issue bonds for capital improvements. 

□ Approval will permit the issuance of up to $6 million in bonds. 

□ The City Council has allocated bond issue funds as follows: 

• Park land acquisition and improvements - $2 million 

• City building improvements - $2 million 

• Swimming pool facilities - $2 million 

□ Many projects are included in this bond issue. These will be accomplished over a period of 
years. Determination of priorities will be made by the City Council. 

□ The city intends to acquire more park land 

• In the developing area east of the Baltdmor e-Washington Parkway 

• At Northway Fields 

• In the vicinity of Attick Park/Greenbelt Lake 

□ Park improvement projects include 

• Greenbelt Lake at Buddy Attick Park 

• A neighborhood park to serve Windsor Green and Hunting Ridge 

• Enlargement of the Northway Fields athletic Complex 

• Development of the Perimeter Trail and other pedestrian-bicycle trails 

□ City building needs include 

• New police station 

• Addition to the public works facility 

• Addition to the Youth Center 

• City museum 

□ Swimming facility projects include 

• An indoor swimming pool 

• Major repairs and improvements to the Greenbelt city outdoor pool and bathhouse 

□ Although payment of annual principal and interest could increase city property taxes by as 
much as 23 cents, the City Council will make every effort to keep the tax increase as low as 
possible through financial planning and careful scheduling of debt payments. 

□ Last year, city taxpayers enjoyed a net reduction in their combined city and county tax rate 
of 31 cents as a result of the Prince George’s County tax differential program. This year, 
there will be a further reduction of 8 cents, for a total reduction of 39 cents. This reduc¬ 
tion is more than the maximum increase possible with this bond issue. 

□ Greenbelt residents must be registered with the city to vote in city elections- This is a sep¬ 
arate registration from federal, state, and county elections. 

□ Voting will take place on May 14, 1985 from 7:00 a m. to 8:00 p.m. 

□ PLEASE VOTE!! 

The Costs 

Selling bonds is a complicated matter. Not only are there many federal regulations to be 
complied with to assure that bond interest is exempt from income tax, but also the condition of 
the bond market will affect our decision as to when to borrow and for how long. To assist us 
in these matters, we must have the help and advice of financial consultants and bond attorneys. 

On May 14, voters will vote to authorize the City Council to issue bonds. Council, with 
the help of its advisers, will decide when. It is possible that there will be more than one bond 
issue; but the total of all bond issues cannot exceed $6 million proposed by Ordinance #967. 

It is not possible, at this time, to determine the exact cost of the bond issue to the taxpayer, 
as there are many variables, such as interest rates, bond sale scheduling, and growth in the city 
that will affect the costs. As in the past, the City Council and staff will do everything possible 
to minimize the impact of this bond issue. Past city bond issues have not required a tax rate 
increase of even one cent to pay off the debt. This was true even of the $950,000 Capital Im- 
provment Bond Issue of 1969. For that bond issue, voters were advised that the tax rate could 
be increased by as much as 20 cents. However, due to the wise use of the funds and growth in 
the city, no increase was necessary. 

It is estimated that, if all the bonds were sold at one time at 10% interest with equal pay¬ 
ments of principal and interest over 30 years, a property tax rate increase of 23 cents might 
be required to raise funds sufficient to pay the first year’s principal and interest due- Through 
the proper scheduling of the issuance of the bonds and payment of the debt, good financial man¬ 
agement, and the growth of the city’s tax base, we believe it will not be necessary to increase 
the tax rate by as much as 23 cents. For example, new development planned to be constructed 
in the next four years will pay annual property taxes to the city of $688,000 at the current tax 
rate. This is more than the estimated annual ccost of repaying the proposed bond issue. 

The second year of the county tax differential will go into effect in July this year, result¬ 
ing in a tax rate cut of 8 cents. Added to last year’s reduction of 31 cents in the combined 
city and county tax rates, residents will receive a 39 cents tax rate cut, — 16 cents more than 
the estimated maximum impact of this bond issue. 

Grants and Other Funds 

The City Council is proud of the fact that the proceeds of the $950,000 bond issue of 1969 
made possible the completion of 20 projects with a total expenditure of $2,105,600. This was the 
result of city funds being used to match state and federal grants. City Council and staff will 
again make every effort to supplement the bond funds with grants, donations, and other non¬ 
city funds, even though it is recognized that we may not be as successful since both state and 
federal grant programs are diminishing.

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A Look at Some GHI 
Bylaw Amendments 

To the Editor: 

I urge my fellow Greenbelters 
to vote for the Greenbelt bond 
issue on May 14. We need the 
facilities it will make possible. 

I urge my fellow GHI members 
to vote May 21 for most, but not 
all, the amendments to the GHI 
bylaws as presented in the pack¬ 
age dated April 16 which I pre¬ 
sume all of the GHI members 
have received. I served as a mem¬ 
ber of the GHI Bylaws Commit¬ 
tee which developed most of the 
substantive bylaw amendments 
and some of the editorial ones, 
and had a chance to deal with 
others of the proposed ones which 
came from the GHI attorney, Pat 
Clancy. Most of Clancy's amend¬ 
ment in the package GHI distri¬ 
buted. Instead, it is being cir¬ 
culated in such guise that, if we 
aren't careful, we'll be voting for 
a change without knowing it. 
meats seem harmless, but a cou¬ 
ple have to be rejected, including 
one which unfortunately isn't 
even being identified as an amend- 

Look at your present GHI By¬ 
laws Article V, Section 4, which 
is about the powers and duties of 
the Board of Directors. After a 
general listing of these powers 
and duties, and immediately be¬ 
fore a specific listing of them, it 
now says: “Specifically, the 
Board shall:” 

Clancy wanted to change that 
to read “specifically, but not in 
limitation of its powers and du¬ 
ties, the Board shall:” When 
that extra bit of verbiage got to 
the committee, we asked what 
powers and duties that would 
add, that the Board of Directors 
doesn't already have, and never 
got a satisfactory answer. The 
only answer we got was that it 
was a “protection” for the mem¬ 
bers, and an “addition to the 
members' rights”, to add those 
words, because without them we 
wouldn't be able to chastise the 
Board if it failed to do something 
vital such as provide for payment 
of taxes, (paying taxes isn't spe¬ 
cifically mentioned but is certain¬ 
ly embraced in the general pow¬ 
ers given. 

Now, on page 9 of the April 
15 package, I find the phrase 
“but not in limitation of its pow¬ 
ers and duties” has been inserted 
into what presumably is the non- 
controversial part of the text— 
the part consisting of merely edi¬ 
torial and administratie changes 
that don't affect members' rights 
—and these words aren't under¬ 
scored to show that they are pro¬ 
posed amendments. Unless this 
defect is cured in a new distri¬ 
bution, timely made, they will be 
out of order and should be dele¬ 
ted for that reason alone, as well 
as because they actually give the 
Board unstated and wide new po¬ 
tential powers without definition 
or limit and therefore do poten¬ 
tially curtail members' rights. 

On page 8 of the same pack¬ 
age, in Article IV, Section 9, it 
is proposed by attorney Clancy 
and the board to delete one of the 
existing “Responsibilities” of the 
membership at membership meet¬ 
ings. That is, “for determining 
policies of the Corporation;” I 
hope the members at the member¬ 
ship meeting will vote to amend 
the over-all motion to adopt the 
editorial/administrative changes 
and will insist on keeping intact 
the right to determine the poli¬ 
cies of our housing corporation 
when we as a whole membership 
meet—while allowing the Board 
to set policy, between member¬ 
ship meetings, within the bounds 
the entire membership sets. 

I am proud of many of the 
other proposed amendments, es¬ 
pecially the ones giving a fair 
hearing and right of reply in the

same mailing or distribution in 
which someone may be attacked, 
in a petition, which is embodied 
in Proposal No. 12. It retains 
the members' rights to seek to 
'censure an elected person for al- 
ledged cause, while giving the at¬ 
tacked person due process and a 
fair shake—something we didn't 
have two years ago when a cen¬ 
sure motion went out in the meet¬ 
ing notice but the person against 
whom the motion was filed had to 
wait for the meeting before he 
could reply. 

I regret that the majority on 
the Bylaws Committee was so 
tired, at the end of its numerous 
weeks of work, that it simply re¬ 
fused to deal with my motion on 
a needed change in how we elect 
the Nominations and Elections 
Committee. As things now stand, 
the N&E Committee is in charge 
of its own renomination and, pre¬ 
sumably, its own re-election—a 
conflict-of-interest situation if 
ever there was one. And, if there 
aren't enough nominees for N&E 
by several days before the an¬ 
nual meeting, we can‘t even elect 
a full N&E Committee because 
under an amendment hastily pass¬ 
ed about three years ago, we can't 
nominate for N&E from the floor 
as we had been able to do during 
all of GHI's previous history. 
In consideration of the overflow¬ 
ing package before us now, I 
have decided to wait 'till next 
year. 

I urge rejection of another by¬ 
law amendment proposal, not in 
the April 15 package, which . . . 
has been sponsored by . . . Steve 
Curtis and several co-petitioners. 
That is a proposal to reduce the 
number of Board of Director 
members, from the present nine, 
at full strength, in steps to some 
lesser number (I have heard, 
five). The board is a legislative 
body and should not be made 
fewer in members. When grap¬ 
pling with tough policy issues, 
too few heads may mean too few 
perspectives considered, too few 
aspects weighed or even thought 
of—and too much possibility of 
a rubber-stamp mentality develo¬ 
ping if one very strong-minded 
person gets into a power seat.

At its regular meeting on 
April 25, the board of direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., changed a policy con¬ 
cerning refunds of member 
holdings in the working 
capital of the corporation, 
approved a contract for as¬ 
bestos removal from crawl 
spaces and heard a list of 
members' requests and com¬ 
mittee reports. 

The working capital refund 
policy corrected what was char¬ 
acterized as a perceived inequity 
involving purchasers of GHI 
units between April 1972 and 
January 1978. Those purchasers, 
like today’s, were required to pay 
3% of the purchase price of their 
units into the corporation’s 
working capital. For purchases 
made during the 1972-1978 per¬ 
iod, this payment was made in 
two parts — the buyer paid the 
seller directly for whatever work¬ 
ing capital payment the seller 
had made when he bought and 
also paid the balance of the 3% 
to GHI. (Since the units have 
constantly appreciated, 3% of the 
new sales price normally exceed¬ 
ed what the seller had paid.) 
However, GHI policy limited the 
refund to a departing member to 
whatever amount the member 
had paid directly to GHI. In ef¬ 
fect, the departing member for¬ 
feited the payment he had made 
to the seller. The new policy pro¬ 
vides for the refund of all work¬ 
ing capital payments to a depart¬ 
ing member whether the payment 
was made directly to GHI or in¬ 
directly to the previous owner. 
The motion passed 6-0 with 
Wayne Williams abstaining. He 
said he had changed units during 
th ; s period. 

Purchasers who bought units 
after January 1978 will not be 
affected because at that time pro¬ 
cedures were changed so that a 
seller w , as refunded his payment 
by GHI and the purchaser paid 
the entire 3% of the sales price 
to GHI. thereby assuring that 
the payment would be refunded 
when the unit was sold. 

Committee Reports 

The board accepted a report 
from Mike Bordelon, Chairman 
of the Aesthetics and Environ¬ 
ment Committee, which recom¬ 
mended approval of an addition 
at 25-D Ridge and a fence at 
39-M Ridge. The board eventually 
approved both requests. The re¬ 
quest for a 34' fence on the ser¬ 
vice side had considerable oppo¬ 
sition. however. It was finally

approved by 4-3 with Directors 
Williams, Frank Gervasi and Ray 
McCawley opposed. 

The board also accepted a re¬ 
port from the Finance Commit¬ 
tee recommending that the board 
establish an ad hoc committee to 
develop a GHI policy on reserves. 
According to Don Volk, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, GHI 
does not currently have such a 
policy and the auditors have in¬ 
dicated that a policy is needed. 

A draft report from the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Moisture 
Problems in GHI was presented 
by Gervasi, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. The report commented 
favorably on the program of the 
management staff for inspecting 
all masonry homes and all frame 
units reporting moisture prob¬ 
lems, although widespread, often 
differ from home to home and 
need to be treated on a caser-by- 
case basis. The report listed var¬ 
ious experimental solutions which 
are being tried and emphasized 
that the moisture problem is a 
priority item in GHI at this 
time. 

SLSC Board Members 

The board appointed General 
Manager Ron Colton and reap¬ 
pointed member Bruce Bowman 
to represent GHI on the board of 
directors of the Share Loan Ser¬ 
vice Corporation for one year, the 
term to end after the 1986 SLSC 
annual meeting. 

The board also voted to author¬ 
ize the GHI representatives to 
vote for a reorganization of 
SLSC ownership. Voting stock in 
SLSC is held by the National 
Cooperative Bank (2 votes), 
GHI (2 votes), and CMB Funding 
(1 vote). CMB Funding is joint¬ 
ly owned by NCB and the Coop¬ 
erative League of the USA. Un¬ 
der the proposed reorganization, 
CLUSA will give up its share of 
CMB Funding and will receive, 
in return, CMB Funding’s shares 


in SLSC. SLSC will then be 
owned by NCB (45%), GHI 
(45%), and CLUSA (10%). CMB 
Funding, which will be a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of NCB, will 
continue to manage SLSC. 

The board decided to defer 
consideration of parking prob¬ 
lems in 11 Court of Ridge Road 
because interested members were 
unable to be present. The mat¬ 
ter was referred to the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee and 
management was directed to 
make a survey of drainage prob¬ 
lems in the court since these 
problems might play some part in 
the parking problems. 

Asbestos Removal 

According to Colton, inspection 
of asbestos in crawl spaces un¬ 
der GHI homes showed that much 
of the asbestos had been dis¬ 
turbed by subcontractors during 
rehab without GHI's knowledge 
or approval. Therefore, Colton 
recommended its prompt removal. 
Although GHI has a trained and 
licensed crew which has removed 
asbestos from occupied areas, 
bids were taken for the crawl 
space work in order to complete 
it expeditiously. The lowest bid, 
according to Colton, was in fact 
lower than management's esti¬ 
mate of the cost of doing the 
work with GHI resources. The 
board authorized the letting of 
a $295,000 contract by unanimous 
vote and, suspending the rules, 
passed the motion for second 
reading. 

A draft of the agenda for the 
annual membership meeting of 
May 22 was presented to the 
board. A forum for members to 
explain proposed uses of the boil¬ 
er rooms was set for Monday, 
May 13, in the board room. Regu¬ 
lar board meetings this month 
will be May 9 and 30. The usual 
date for the second monthly 
meeting would have conflicted 
with the GHI elections on May 
23.

If the proposed bond issue 
passes and the improve¬ 
ments are completed, how 
and how much does the city 
plan to pay for the staffing 
and maintenance of the im¬ 
proved facilities? This, from 
Harold Miller of Greenbriar, 
was the first question raised 
b£ citizens assembled on 
May 1 at the Greenbriar 
Community Center to discuss 
with city officials the antici¬ 
pated costs and benefits of 
the proposed bond issue. 

City Manager James Giese re¬ 
plied that funding would come 
through the city's regular oper¬ 
ating budget. However, there is 
no way of determining the spe¬ 
cific operating costs of these 
improvements, he pointed out, be^ 
cause we really do not know how 
much of this staffing and mainte¬ 
nance would be required anyway. 
He explained that, even if the 
bond issue does not pass, the 
swimming pool will continue to 
need ever - increasing mainte¬ 
nance, the police department will 
still need more work space, an3 
the city will still have to devise 
some means of acquiring and 
maintaining new green space 
when it becomes available. In¬ 
deed, the more important ques¬ 
tion might be: What will be the 
cost to the taxpayers if the bond 
issue fails to pass? 

Sponsored by the Greenbriar 
Community Association, the for¬ 
um attracted residents mainly 
from Greenbriar / Glen Oaks, 
Windsor Green/Glen Ora, and 
Hunting Ridge, although other 
Greertbelt communities were also 
represented. 

Benefits Expected 

After a brief introduction by 
moderator Robert Zugby, Giese 
used a slide presentation to 
illustrate the benefits of the bond 
proposal. The six million dollars 
to be raised through* the sale of 
bonds, he said, would be applied 
in equal amounts to public build¬ 
ing expansion and construction, 
park land acquisition and im¬ 
provement, and construction of 
an indoor swimming pool to sup¬ 
plement the city's outdoor pool, 
which is also in need of major 
renovation and repair. 

City Administrative Assistant 
Michael McLaughlin then report¬ 
ed on the projected effect of the 
bond issue on the city’s property 
tax rate. Although the bond isjiue 
could add as much as 23 cents to 
the tax rate, he said, such miti¬ 
gating factors as spreading out 
the six million dollar sale over 
a period of time, the county tax 
differential, and the city's rapidly 
expanding tax base due to new 
development would probably low¬ 
er this figure considerably. 

City elected officials present 
were strong in their support of 
the staff presentation. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld asserted that passage 
of the bond issue would mean 
the preservation of “a quality of 
life in Greenbelt" which “is not 
found anywhere else." Mayor 
Pro Tem Richard Pilski, describ¬ 
ing himself as a “fiscal conser¬ 
vative," based his support on the 
will of the people (a show of 
hands had indicated general sup¬ 
port by those present) and on the 
stability of Greenbelt's tax base. 
Councilmember Thomas X. White 
cited the urgency of some of the 
proposed projects—especially an 


expanded police facility; he also 
noted the effort to achieve bal¬ 
ance among the three main areas 
of need and the present as a 
time of opportunity for this kind 
of accomplishment. Councilmem¬ 
ber Edward Putens reminded the 
audience that the main objective 
of the bond issue is to address 
those needs raised by the citizens 
themselves in the last election 
day survey; at that time, voters 
had assigned high priority to 
swimming pool improvements, a 
new police facility, and green 
space preservation and expan¬ 
sion. 

Replies to Questions 

The following addition points 
were made by city staff and coun¬ 
cil members in response to aur- 
dience questions: 

—The possible loss of feder¬ 
ally funded programs will have 
relatively small impact on the 
city tax rate; its greater impact 
will fall on the county budget. 

—The going commercial rate 
for vacant land within the city 
is too high for large purchases 
for park land, even with the $2 
million to be made available for 
this purpose through the bond 
issue. However, the city must 
have the means to move quickly 
when the possibility of a bargain 
in this area presents itself. 

—Bonds will probably be sold 
in denominations of $5,000 or 
more. Smaller amounts were 
studied but reluctantly rejected 
as not feasible. 

—Priorities within each of the 
three categories to be funded by 
the bond issue will be determined 
by city council. Weidenfeld as¬ 
sured the audience that such de¬ 
cisions will not be made lightly 
but only' after extensive con¬ 
sultation with community asso¬ 
ciations, advisory boards and pri¬ 
vate citizens. Other council 
members present agreed. 

—Use of the North End School 
as a new police facility had been 
discussed by council. Rejection 
of this idea had been based on 
reluctance to allow vehicles on 
emergency calls to rely too heav¬ 
ily on extensive use of residen¬ 
tial streets,

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the public to have a continuing 
influence over the scheduling of 
xhe bond sales which, in turn, 
will affect the need for and 
amount of property tax increase. 
Wiith an eye on next Septem¬ 
ber's city council election, coun¬ 
cil members can be expected to 
be sensitive to the wishes of the 
public on the implementation of 
the bond issue. 

Projects 

The council has allocated $2 
million of the proposed bond is¬ 
sue for each of the following 
categories: 

Park Land Acquisition and Im¬ 
provement — Contemplated 
the acquisition of land in “stra¬ 
tegic locations to buffer and con¬ 
trol development.” The city is 
targeting sections in the vicinity 
of the Northway Fields and near 
Greenbelt Lake. 

The city also proposed to de¬ 
velop Schrom Hills Park as a 
neighborhood park for residents 
of Windsor Green, Glen Ora and 
Hunting Ridge. This newly ac¬ 
quired undeveloped park land is 
37 acres adjacent to recently an¬ 
nexed Hunting Ridge condomin¬ 
ium apartments. Other park im¬ 
provements will involve Buddy 
Attick Park and Greenbelt Lake, 
the Northway Fields and the 
Perimeter and other Trails. 

City Building Improvements — 
A separate police facility is be¬ 
ing proposed. The city brochure 
cites the following recommenda¬ 
tion of a special study of the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
made for the city council by the 
consulting firm. Public Adminis¬ 
tration Service: “Another major 
finding of this report that great¬ 
ly affects the operation and man¬ 
agement of the 'Department is 
that the current police facility 
has serious limitations that war¬ 
rant finding a new building to 
house the Department. . . . These 
shortcomings are so serious that 
it would be impossible for the 
Department to earn accreditation 
based on standards established 
by the Commisison on Accredita¬ 
tion for Law Enforcement Agen¬ 
cies. As a result, the City needs 
to move with all deliberate speed 
toward obtaining a new facility 
for the Police Department.” 

Contemplated also are (1) a 
small Youth Center addition to 
provide two locker rooms and an 
improved weight-lifting exer¬ 
cise area; (2) expansion of the 
Public Works Building to provide 
for another garage and an ad¬ 
dition to the small office build¬ 
ing; (3) rehabilitation of the 
13-acre North End School prop¬ 
erty which the city acquired from 
the county, including possible 
adaptation of the building for 
multiuse purpose daycare center, 
senior citizen center, pre-school 
or nursery school, drop-in recre¬ 
ation center, etc.; (4) remodel¬ 
ing of the Municipal Building if 
the Police Dpeartment moves to 
new quarters; and (5) establish¬ 
ment of a small city museum “to 
preserve memorabilia relating to 
the history of the city and its 
establishment by the Federal 
Government as a model planned 
community.” 

Swimming Pool Facilities—An 
indoor pool is being proposed. 
Locating the pool next to the out¬ 
door city pool and the sharing of 
facilities will be explored. Con¬ 
sidered also will be the feasibil¬ 
ity of enclosing the outdoor pool 
instead of building a new facility, 
and the possible inclusion of oth¬ 
er health and fitness facilities 
such as exercise equipment, a 
sauna and a whirlpool. Voters in 
1972 turned down an indoor pool 
m a single-issue referendum. 

The bond issue also contem¬ 
plates improvements to the city’s

Steve Shevitz au ^ of Citizens FOR the Bond Issue Joe Isaacs and Valerie Siegel, Co-Chairpersons 
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Bond Issue Pro’s and Con’s Are Aired 
At Citizens for Greenbelt Public Forum

Although a few public of¬ 
ficials were present at the 
May 2 meeting of Citizens 
for Greenbelt (CFG), the 
spotlight focused primarily 
on the citizens themselves 
as they presented and dis¬ 
cussed alternatives raised by 
the proposed municipal bond 
issue referendum. About 40 
persons turned up for the 
hearing, which was held in 
the city council chamber. 

CFG president Eunice Coxon 
turned the meeting over to vice 
president Keith Chernikoff, who 
chaired the formal presentation. 
Chernikoff then called on assist¬ 
ant city manager Mike McLaugh¬ 
lin to discuss potential changes 
in the property tax rate if the 
referendum passes in the special 
municipal election on May 14. 
Following his presentation, Dor¬ 
othy Pyles, Betty Sonneveldt and 
Steve Curtis each made short 
speeches favoring three of the 
projects proposed for develop¬ 
ment with funds raised from the 
bond issue — construction of a 
-new police station, building of an 
indoor swimming pool and re¬ 
vamping of the present outdoor 
pooh and acquisition of undevel¬ 
oped land to preserve as much 
green space as possible. 

Tax Rate Projections 

Because of many variables now 
unpredictable, such as interest 
rates, the scheduling of bond 
sales, and future growth that 
would increase the tax base, it 
is impossible to predict the exact 
impact on the tax rate of an in¬ 
dividual home owner, if the bond 
’ssue referendum should pass. 
With the aid of charts, McLaugh¬ 
lin described several possibilities, 
starting with what he described 
as “the worst case scenario,” in 
which all of the authorized $6 
million worth of bonds would be 
sold at once. This is considered 
an unlikely possibility, as plan¬ 
ning for the projects is expected 
to be phased-in over several 
years. Since by federal law any 
money received from the sale of 
municipal bonds must be expend¬ 
ed within one year, no bonds to 
raise funds for a particular proj¬ 
ect would be sold until the project 
was well along in the design 
stage and ready to go. 

In the “worst case scenario,” 
the tax rate could rise by 23c per 
$100 of assessed valuation on 
residential properties, McLaugh¬ 
lin said. This would average out, 
Chernikoff pointed out, to ap¬ 
proximately $3 per month for 
GHI properties and between $6 
and $9 per month for homes in 
Boxwood and Lakeside. (With the 
1969 capital improvement bond 
referendum, the tax rate was 
estimated to increase bv as much 
as 24c. In fact, because of care¬ 
ful use of the money and growth 
within the city, no increase was 
necessary.) 

“It may cost us money,” Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld said, referring to 
the proposed capital improve¬ 
ments, “but we will also get an 
increase in property values.” 

New Police Station 

“I was appalled,” said Pyles 
in her prseentaJtion, when she de¬ 
scribed her formal walk-through 
of the present police facilities. 
Since 1977, when the police sta¬ 
tion was enlarged, police person¬ 
nel have increased 70%. She 
described a locker room too 
crowded “to swing a cat in,” aq 


interrogation room so small it 
could hold only two chairs face 
to face, no secured areas where 
police cars could drive up and 
bring prisoners in, and en¬ 
trances serving also as public 
entrances for city offices^ 

Squelching a suggestion that a 
new facility could be constructed 
at the North End School, Pyles 
pointed out that it is not cen¬ 
trally enough located for proper 
use of police vehicles. 

Sonneveldt confirmed the in¬ 
adequacy of space in the present 
facility. Describing the lack of 
privacy available for a police in¬ 
terview with a child victim, she 
indicated that the experience had 
been made more difficult because 
of the inadequacy of the room 
arrangements. 

In later discussion councilmem- 
ber Tom White named possible 
sites proposed for a new police 
station — the tract on Crescent 
Rd. between St. Hugh’s rectory 
and the fire station, Greenbelt 
Rd. near the Armory, or a loca¬ 
tion near the municipal center. 
But both he and Weidenfeld em¬ 
phasized that no real site plan 
review or planning can occur un¬ 
til expenditures for this purpose 
have been approved. Projected 
costs for a police station — ap¬ 
proximately $1.5 million—do not 
include land acquisition, City 
Manager Jim Giese said. He noted 
that the city already owns some 
of the sites considered and, in 
any case, the amount of land 
needed would be “not many 
acres.” 

Swimming Pool 

Sonneveldt, who as a parent is 
active with the Greenbelt Swim 
Team, noted that the present pool 
is several inches smaller in both 
d : mensions than it is claimed to 
be. Team parents learned this 
fact when they ordered new lane 
ropes—the wrong size. No pool 
records are official as it is, she 
said, because the length is non¬ 
standard. Swimmers complete all 
races by crossing a line on the 
bottom of the deep end, not by 
touching the edge of the pool as 
is done everywhere else. As the 
water moves, the Line appears to 
move and timing can be inexact, 

“SW'mming is very big in 
Greenbelt,” she said, “—a way of 
life.” Noting that for many years 
Greenbelt swimmers have had to 
go as far as Takoma Park or 
Bowie for winter training or 
swimming for health, Sonneveldt 
urged the need for an indoor 
pool. This would be especially 
useful for lap swimming for the 
many adults who find the present 
pool too crowded with children 
during the summer saeson. 

Two possible sites have been 
suggested for an indoor pool— 
Nortih End School and a spot 
adjacent to the outdoor pool. The 
latter location would make pos¬ 
sible use of the bath house for 
both pools. 

Land Acquisition 

In discussing possible city pur¬ 
chase of some of the remaining 
undeveloped land to protect the 
greenbelt concept, Curtis indi¬ 
cated particular interest in Par¬ 
cel 2 and parts of Parcel 1, now 
owned by the Prince Georges 
Board of Education. (This land 
was purchased long ago for a 
three-school complex, an idea 
that failed because of strong 
citizen opposition.) The property 


is adjacent to the Northway ball- 
field. 

Another possible property for 
acquisition would be Parcel 15 
near Charlestowne North, the 
highrise apartment building near 
the lake park. The Schrom Hills 
Park in Greenbelt East off Han¬ 
over Parkway has already been 
acquired at no cost to the city. 
Its development as a park could 
be funded through the bond 
issue. 

In later discussion Werner 
Neupert raised a note of cau¬ 
tion. “One reason the lake park 
is still green,” he said, “is that 
the city has been poor. Do I buy 
into things I really don’t like?” 
He particularly objected to a 
photograph in the city brochure 
on the bond issue referendum 
which pictures a picnic shelter. 
“It’s the biggest picture in the 
book,” he said. 

Giese indicated that while the 
picture may be big, the actual 
facility is not large. Of more 
urgent concern than a picnic 
shelter, White noted, were im¬ 
provement of the spillway and 
dam at the lake, siltation and 
erosion control, and completion of 
a city trails system. 

Objections 

More than one person present 
expressed concern about the 
vagueness of the plans for proj¬ 
ects under consideration. “I don’t 
like a pig in a poke,” said Betty 
Deitch. 

Talking to this point, both 
Weidenfeld and White empha¬ 
sized the great amount of staff 
t'me necessary for working up 
exact details and choosing the 
most appropriate sites. Until the 
money was committed, it would 
be fruitless to undertake such 
work, both stressed. 

The city would negotiate to 
maximize the value of any plan, 
public hearings would be held 
before any plan was put out for 
bids. The advantage of not hav¬ 
ing three separate bond issues 
which would lock in money for 
each particular use, he empha¬ 
sized, is that the city would have 
more flexibility to negotiate for 
the best possible terms for any 
given project and to take them 
up in the order of greatest need 
or advantage to Greenbelt. 

Only one objection was voiced 
at the meeting to the concept 
itself of issuing bonds at interest. 
This was expressed by John W. 
Kurowski, who had prepared fly¬ 
ers describing his position. He 
objected to the people of Green¬ 
belt paying interest to increase 
the fortunes of Wall Street bank¬ 
ers. But as White later pointed 
out, to pay for a new police sta¬ 
tion next year through direct 
taxation rather than by bond 
issue would raise the city tax 
rate by 70c. 

Others noted that Maryland¬ 
ers, not New Yorkers, would be 
the more likely buyers, since only 
the former would avoid state 
taxes on income earned through 
buying the bonds. In any case, it 
was noted, these are an attrac¬ 
tive investment for people in the 
h : gher tax brackets. 

Endorsing the idea of building 
for future generations, Weiden¬ 
feld said: “The people before us 
had vision. That’s why we’re liv¬ 
ing here. Greenbelt has a better 
quality of life.”
